Baj8. —The proposed re-survey of Long 
Island Sound opens up a question vastly 
mportantto onr coasting trade. 
The 


old charts have become untrustworthy, 
and rocks and shoals exist that only old 
pilots know how to dodge. 
Considering 


the fact that in the near future much of 
the foreigu commerce of this port will 
find Us way through the Sound and the 
Harlem Canal, the new project of re- 
charting the Sound becomes a topic of 
immediate interest. 


The President seems to be in a predic- 


ament about the signing of the Chinese 
bill. The politicians ask him to sign it, 
the people want him to veto. 
The East 


seems to be almost unanimously opposed 


> to the bill and the West is even more 


strongly in favor of it. 
The California 


legislature haa passed resolutions urging 
him to sign the bill and claiming that a 
failure to do BO will result disastrously to 
the interest and prosperity of tho coast 
and work injury to every class. The mat- 
ter was discussed in the Cabinet meeting 
yesterday but no conclusion was reached. 
While the matter is hanging fire the 
Chinese Minister is keeping silence but is 
doubtless ready to leave for his. other 
branch of this mission, aud China is ready 
to abrogate the treaty with us in case the 
bill become a law. 
We would like very 


much to have tho bill go back without the 
President's signature. 


Having recently had occasion Io examine 


the nleb of the Mercury fprlheflretdecatie 
of the present century we were more than 
ever impressed with the radical change 
that has taken place in the manner of con- 
ducting a newspaper. 
We were in search 


of information concerning certain import- 
ant events in local history which it was 
taken for granted would he fully chroni- 
cled in the only newspaper of the town. 
Bnt on turning to the flies wo find that such 
matters wholly fulled to attract editorial 
notice or rcportorial mention. . Indeed it 
was e rideutly the fashion, of those days to- 
utterly ignore home affairs. For two years 
iu succession there is not au allusion to 
strictly local news, and for ten years 
there were not a dozen items based upon 
what was going on about the town. 
The 


news from foreign lands was faithfully 
gathered, as waa also much from other 
states of the 
Union. 
The principal 


means of communication seem to have 
been the sailing vessels that arrived from 
other ports, whose captains aud officers 
brought aud distributed information. 
In 


most cases due credit is given to tho par- 
ties thus purveying intelligence. 


In the presence of railroads, steamboats, 


and telegraphs the old method strikes this 
generation as rather slow, bat it will be 
remembered that the news thus received 
was never stale, aud however long it 
niight have been in coming it was fresh 
when presented to the reading public. Iil 
the matter of locals the managers of the 
Mercury seemed to aet upon the supposi- 
tion that whatever occurred at home was 
already sufficiently known aud needed no 
repeating. Aud this was uota peculiarity of 
tho Newport newspaper. It was the custom 
of newspapers throughout the country aud 
notuutil another decade had passed did the 
local column appear with any degree of 
prominence. 
Had one of the busy and 


almost ubiquitous reporters of the pres- 
ent day like John Gilpin or F. G. Har- 
ris appeared upon the stage he would 
have found no room for his wares. Now, 
the local column is deemed by many first 
iu importance; at least it is tlrsl read and 
most eagerly studied; and many afamily 
takes the home paper chiefly, if not 
wholly for the home news. 


The change referred to has brought 


about another which very naturally fol- 
lowed. 
Under the old regime many 


thiugs went into ;he advertising column 
that now seek aud ol-t«i» «<lmi«smii to 
the news department. 
For instance the 


diocesan convention of the Prote.tant 
Episcopal church was to be held in old 
Trinity and the fact was announced iu ft 
two square advertisement. The conven- 
tion was doubtless held but not a line ap- 
pears editorially either heforeor after con- 
cerning the proceedings. 
The preachers 


of the Methodist Episcopal church appear 
as pioneers of tho new 
faith, gather 


a 
congregation, 
worship 
for 
a 


lime iu the State House, build aud con- 
secrate a house of worship aud nppoiut n 
regular pastor, but not a hint of all this 
is found except in the advertising col- 
umns. And so with important secular 
events. 
The rule s"eenied to be that the 


publishers and editors, instead of seeking 
local news, regarded it as a burden and 
made a charge for its dissemination. This 
was about as absurd iu one direction as is 
tho custom iu these days iu the other of 
seeking to get all sorts of private busiuess 
interests deadheaded in the local columns. 


While the modern newspaper iu its 


treatment nf local affairs is an immense 
improvement upou the olden time, as is 
seen by comparing the old tiles of Hie 
Mercury with its present lively and 
spirited issues, there 
arc nevertheless 


some disadvantages connected with tho 
present methods. 
Then each person paid 


for notices he received either of himself 
or his business; how the dead heats 
around newspaper offices may be counted 
by the score. Then a man could with 


kdvice of the most practical character, 
and the detections which ti» Imo made 
from other authors are of the name kind.
